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[Correspondence of the Cincinnati Enquirer.] 
W a s h in g t o n , D.C.. January SO, 1886. 
I made an interesting call upon Senator 
Leland Stanford last evening. He lives in 
one of the three houses of pale stone at the 
bottom of Farragut Square, in the house 
once occupied by Mr. Kiibourn. The Rus­ 
sian Minister occupies the house at one 
end, formerly Governor Shepherd's; the 
middle house is occupied William L. Scott, 
said to be the richest member ot Congress, 
and the eastern house by Senator Stanford, 
v h o is said to tie the richest Senator. 
From time to time I have met Mr. Stan­ 
ford—once in California, and again a? Sar­ 
atoga. 
He is one of the most striking- 
looking men to be seen anywhere, weigh­ 
ing about 240 pounds, and over six feet 
liigh. and vet with the strong, soft brown 
hair, the clear skin and the beard but 
partly turned of a man in the perfect ex­ 
ercise of his powers. 
His family and visit­ 
ors he left in the salon, and sat down with 
me in his library, a small room in the 
front of the house. 
1 observed the por­ 
trait of his son at full length on the wall, 
but made no remark upon it. 
I do not 
■wonder that the parents of such a child 
should have felt almost inconsolable grief 
at his loss. The picture represents a beau­ 
tiful boy, just coming into the maturity of 
countenance of almost precocious manhood. 
I told the Governor that his friends were 
agreeably surprised at his return to public 
lite, and that it seemed a rational thing for 
California to remarry her chief enterprise 
to the public affections of the State. 
Said he : “ I had no idea of coming to 
the Senate, any more than I had of becom­ 
ing Governor twenty-five years ago. In 
both cases 1 was for a Republican who 
could hold the party together and prevent 
the tendency to quarrel, which is always 
our fear. 
It so happened that the candi­ 
date I favored came short of enough votes 
to elect him. The Democrats, or a good 
many of them, pressed on the Republicans 
to take me up. So I find myself in Wash­ 
ington. The circumstances under which I 
received the nomination were agreeable to 
m y feelings. This is quite new to me, for 
I have never been even in a State Legisla­ 
ture. 
When I was Governor of California 
I hail to decide whether I would remain in 
public life or give my whole time to the 
Pacific railroad, which I hail assisted to 
bring into form. 
I saw that the two posi­ 
tions were incompatible; that as the Presi­ 
dent of the railroad I would have to take 
some of the hard knocks a matt in politics 
a: 1 office could not stand. So I laid down 
political lif ■, as I supposed forever, and it 
lias come back lo me ata time when I least 
expected it.” 
Said I ; ‘k I see that they are still endeav­ 
or' i,g to make 


A NATIONAL BAILBOAD LAW, 
Or something to regulate prices of trans­ 
portation.'’ 
• Ves, but I ant not clear that they can 
arrive at any solution of it. To correct 
some apparent evil in the present railroad 
system, the danger is of running on a 
greater evil. 
You see that the railroad sys­ 
tem itself has all the assaults it < a:t endure 
from the energy of the people, their organ­ 
izing spirit and competition. Then there 
are other things besides railroads to carry 
the products of the country. 
Persons who 
have given the maturity of therr lives to 
the railroad system as an investment have 
been compelled to study it like a problem 
in arithmetic 
or geometry. 
You "must 
pay your fixed charges. In the case of the 
C -.ttral Pacific Railroad they amount to 
about $7,iKKl,000 a year. Then you have to 
look ahead to pay off your mortgages. The 
Government loaned us its credit to the 
amount of $27,000,000. Our first mortgage 
is about the same, and by the want of care 
in the law both of these become due about 
the same time. Other railroads have their 
obligations in the same way. Now, there 
is a popular idea that freight ought to be 
regulated on the principle of mileage, and 
if you can afford to carry it at a certain 
figure between two important points you 
ought to be able to send it proportionately 
on any portion of that route. 
That is not 
the casi- at all. 
You have, in the first 
place, to provide for freight enough or 
business enough to earn your fixed charges. 
After that yon have to take it at almost 
anything above cost. 
Wo will suppose 
that at Chicago there are many routes to 
the seaboard. One. route is by the lakes 
and the Welland Canal. 
Another is by the 
lakes and the Erie Canal. There is, per­ 
haps, a third route by the Mississippi river. 
Then there are differeut railroads run­ 
ning to different ports op. the Atlantic. 
A shipper lias a large line of business, and 
lie finds out the cost of sending by canal. 
He tells the railroads that he will not pay 
more than a certain amount for them to get 
his work. 
They say to him, * Well, you 
had better send to New York anyhow.'for 
iliere you have quicker facilities to ship 
abroad.’ 
Yes. lie concedes that, but he 
still adheres to the fact that he will not pay 
more than he can send his stuff for dowii 
the lakes or down the river. 
The railroad 
ciphers upon it, and finds that there is 
hardly enough in it to pay, but still it is 
something. So they consent to take it. It 
barely gives life to the carrying company. 
But it is a little something. 
Now. you per­ 
ceive that to regulate local bu.sines^an that 
starvation basis of through buaines^s not 
justice to the railroads. It is not what hap­ 
pens in ordinary life. You send an express 
package from one part of the city where 
you live to another, and you pay twenty 
five cents. 
You send the same package 
from the city where you Uve to a city a 
hundred miles distant, and still you pay 
on.lv twenty-five cents. If the popular 
prejudice on this subject were logical, that 
package in the city ought to >e carried for 
about a quarter of a cetit. 
It only goes a 
mile, while the other package went a hun- 
d ed miles. 
We have a railroad from San 
Francisco to San Jose, ami we send every 
parcel, such as a keg of nails, o- er it for 
twenty-five cents, but when you get to the 
town the local express, which has no con­ 
nection with us, charges for the saiue keg 
•o f nails fifty cents to a dollar to take it up 
to the town, hardly two miles. 
Railroads 
bare to provide the expenses of pulling the 
train and manning it, and after they have 
got that done they have left so tuttcli space 
which they might as well fill as not.' ’ 
PACIFIC RAILROADS. 
.‘said i ; 
"Governor, has the building of 
several railroads to the Pacific ocean af­ 
fected your passenger and general trans­ 
continental business ?” 
“ Yes, very _ much. 
Indeed, business 
across the continent does not give us much 
concern. 
The Central Pacific has become 
a California railroad in the main. For 
some little while we did have pretty much 
the whole business across the country : all 
was subject, however, to the competition 
of the steamship route by Panama. Now 
there are to the Pacific ocean the Southern 
Pacific, the Atlantic and Pacific, the North­ 
ern Pacific and the Canadian Pacific. 
There are at least four other railroads di­ 
viding the business. The Atlantic and 
Pacific has its agents in San Francisco 
soliciting through business on the saute 
terms with ourselves. You take a train to 
or from California now, and you will be 
apt to find a good many empty seats; 
whereas, some years ago the trains ran 
evenly full." 
Said 1: 
’* Do you consider that the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad will ever pay ?’ 
■ They have one thing in their favor 
their Government gave them $00.000.000 
and a magnificent land grant. They do 
not have to reimburse the Government. 
Wc have received only the credit of the 


Government and have to pay hack. They 
are loaned with G per cent, interest, which 
is pretty high interest in these days. We 
not only have to pay back the $27,000,000 
they loaned us, but interest has been run­ 
ning on for twenty years, so that we are 
hardly better off than any other sort of 
borrowers. 
I have my doubts, however, 
whether so few people as live in Canada 
can support an extensive railroad system 
like that. The railroad may get along, but 
the Government which carries so much 
railroad system as the Canadians may 
break under the burden. The Northern 
Pacific Railroad." said the Governor, in 
another part of the conversation, “ has a 
very good land grant, and is not so far to 
the north but it will become a productive 
country.” 
Said I : “ Was it a useful thing to have 
built the Southern Pacific Railroad after 
you had the Central Pucific finished?” 
"Yes, it was; that is the shortest haul 
within the United States between the two 
oceans. We never were able to compete 
with the steamship route in the way of 
freight, on account of the difficulty of get­ 
ting through the city of Chicago. 
At the 
present tinte, we have but one haul by 
steamship from New York to New Orleans, 
and there we tranship, and there is no more 
. change until we get to California. Conse­ 
quently, we send freight reliably by the 
present route, and deliver it within a "speci­ 
fied time. On account of the large number 
of railroads running into Chicago, freight 
between the two oceans often stuck there, 
and was extremely uncertain in its move­ 
ments. The rail time ought tobe but four­ 
teen days between New York and San 
Francisco; it is often thirty days instead of 
fourteen. When trains come in from the 
Pacific u c‘an they are brokeu up at Chicago, 
and \onr shipments may be scattered over 
difftrent lines or have to wait till a con­ 
venient train is made up. You can some­ 
times count on a delay of a week or more 
at Chicago." 
APPBOPBtATIONS. 
In another portion of the conversation 
Senator Stanford referred to the natural 
way people grudged appropriations. Said 
he : “ When President Haves was in Cali­ 
fornia he remarked that the Government 
had to pay an extravagant sum to Captain 
Eads for what he had done in the Missis­ 
sippi river jetties. 
I told the President 
that the Central Pacific Railroad had to 
spend almost "that amount of money to 
keep its route open, and it had only one 
State, or, at most, two or three States to 
drain, while the Mississippi river drained 
a large portion of all the American States, 
and, in view of the result achieved, the 
sum was not large. 
By Eads’ work the 
Mississippi river now has twenty-eight 
feet of water, whereas it got to be so bad 
before lie began his work that sometimes 
you could not get a vessel drawing eight or 
ten feet up to the wharves." 
Said I : “ How does it cost you so 
much to keep the Central Pacific Railroad 
open ?” 
SNOW AND FIRE. 
“ We have to contend against both snow 
and tire. There are forty ntiles of snow- 
sheds on the Centra! Pacific. 
Tjie road is 
built upon the narrow divide upon the 
waters of the Colorado and the Missouri. 
It is, therefore exposed to snow, and we 
have to shed to keep the road from being 
snowed u p ; and then, in the summer, these 
sheds take fire, so we have to keep three 
engines and about a hundred men to guard 
against that contingency alone. We have 
a signal system, by which the fire brigade 
on locomotives and trains is moved quickly 
to and fro: otherwise, we would have our 
sheds gone, and that would close us up in 
the winter. We probably stand an expense 
of $.'100,000 to $.3t.i0.000 on this account 
alone.” 
Said I : “ Governor, was the Central 
Pacific Railroad engineered as well as it 
ought to have heett ?” 


TUE ENGINEERING PROBLEMS. 
•* Yes. as well as it could have been un­ 
der the restrictions the law imposed upon 
us. We were not allowed to grade over 110 
feet to the mile. It would have been eco­ 
nomical to have evaded that in some cases 
by short tangents at higher grades that 
reached situations at a less expenditure of 
time and distance. The tendency now is 
to avoid curves as. much as tiossihle. and 
substitute tangent lines. We were up there 
on a very narrow divide—so narrow that it 
has been said that in some ¡daces a drop of 
water might split in two. and one half flow 
south and the other flow north. One rea­ 
son why the old-fashioned curves are to be 
avoided is that the wheel and axle being 
tiff, the inner wheel has to slide back 
somewhat in order to let the other go for­ 
ward. and it puts a great strain upon it. 
Take it all in all. the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road was os well built as the conditions 
would permit. We have changed the line 
somewhat, but not very much. 
We main­ 
tain a uniform rate of speed of about twen­ 
ty miles per hour, and run one through 
train at that rate, and it is the common 
ibservation of persons who go from New 
York to the Missouri river that they are 
more tired in that part of the ri le than in 
passing over the plains and mountains. If 
you were to ruit twenty-seven miles an 
hour you would have to stop just as often, 
and títere ensues a swaying motion on the 
train which soon wears one out. That we 
avoid by keeping up a uniform moderate 
rate of speed.' 


RE MARKABLE RESULT.-. 
“ < icvernor. has not the Pacific Railroad 
worked out as great results as could have 
been expected?” 
“ Yes. sir; more remarkable results than 
any single undertaking in the history of 
man. 
it has added to the United States a 
greater 
empire 
than Ciesar ever con­ 
quered. Before the railroad was made the 
great interior of -lie country, that which is 
coming more visibly into life and popula­ 
tion every day, was untenable. In the five 
bun Ircd miles from the Truckee river 
there was a single hut and settler. Nothing 
existed to speak of along the whole line 
hut the Mormon settlement in Utah. When 
we began the railroads were not finished 
across the State of Iowa to the Missouri 
river. The building of our railroad at once 
stimulated the marvelous railroad activity 
you see west of the Mississippi river, which 
has transformed that country and brought 
new States to the threshold of the Union. 
All the competing lines to the Pacific 
are the fruit of our experiment. We had 
commenced before the civil war, and had 
our surveys nearly finished. The help we 
received front the Government was neces­ 
sary to us, but if we had not been com­ 
pelled to rely upon it we should have been, 
in some respects, in a better condition. 
The Government alone claims to have a 
right to break its own contracts. 
Before 
the Thurman bill was passed, compelling 
us to pay over a certain portion to the Gov­ 
ernment every year in order to reimburse 
it. we had a sinkitur fund, and were getting 
ready for our settlement. Since that tinte 
the sinking fund has not grown at all. 
The Government takes $t 30 to reclaim 
one of out bonds, and then only allows us 
$1 for it. The lionds having appreciated, 
they have to be bought in the open market, 
and we get $1 for what passes for $1 30. As 
a lawyer, I perceive that this Government 
has passed further and further away from 
the spirit of its contracts, until there is left 
HARDLY ANY BASIS OK PRINCIPAL. 
The Constitution says that Congress shall 
have the power to prevent the violation of 
their contracts by the States. But Mr. Ed­ 
munds made the interpretation that Con­ 
gress itself could not lie forbidden to vary 
its contracts. So there is a moral power 
which imposes virtue on the States, taking 
advantage of an opportunity to repudiate 
its own contracts. 
When the Government 
and the railroad agreed together, and the 
railroad executed its work, there was a con­ 
tract. By the system of change in the Judi­ 
ciary, the Supreme Court, by a bare major­ 
ity, legalized Congress breaking its con­ 
tract. That spirit has extended to other 
States, and in a recent warehouse case at 
Chicago, where one Judge would not avow 
what hts ruling would be before the case 
cam eup.it was taken to another Judge, 
who expressed his opinion freely on the 
granger side. They ruled that a man who 
kept a warehouse did business with the 
general public, and. therefore, his rates of 
storage could be regulated. 
They first

created the definition that a warehouse was 
a place for m any; but, in reality, ware­ 
houses more often are depositories for a 
single shipper.” 
Referring to how much the Government 
had saved upon its expenses by the advan­ 
tageous bargain it made with the Pacific 
railroads, Mr. Stanford said that before the 
railroad was opened the Government paid 
$1,700,000 per year to have the mails carried 
across the plains in the boot of a stage, and 
they required eighteen days. Now the 
Government took up a very large space of 
the cars, and sent hundreds of tons of mail 
matter, and they paid about $100,000. and 
divided it between two railroads. The same 
amount of service as before, with the dis­ 
parity of time, would make theGovernment 
expenses at the present day millions ot 
dollars. 
THE MORMON (¡USTION. 
Said I : “ Mr. Stanford, what is your idea 
about the Mormon question ?” 
” The Mormons have served a useful pur­ 
pose in this country, and they have their 
virtues. I had a talk with John Taylor, 
their President, and some of their leading 
men not long ago, and I told them that 
they would have to get rid of polygamy ; 
that it was against the prejudices of our 
people and their example, and that we were 
all persuaded that one wife was all that one 
man could afford to support, and that 
while I sympathized with them for their 
frugality and hardships, they must stop 
this practice, lest sonto injury overtake 
them. The Edmunds bill bears hard upon 
families which have existed in the nast. 
Here is a Mormon with two or three fami­ 
lies, and he must go to jail if lie lives in 
polygamy: whereas the public opinion of 
ids own community considers him a coward 
if he abandons either of his families. 1 do 
not think they are making polygamous 
marriages out there now, and there should 
have been consideration made for the old 
families already established. But this mat­ 
ter becomes largest at a distance. In my 
opinion polygamy will die out if left to nat­ 
ural causes.” 
SILVER AND (¡OLD. 
Said I : 
“ Governor, is tbe destiny of 
San Francisco and of California as appar­ 
ent now as it seemed to you twenty years 
ago ?” 
" I think it is. San Francisco has about 
three hundred thousand inhabitants. That 
is an exceedingly large city for the time 
Americans have possessed it. Calitornia 
lias a growth steady, and, compared to 
most other ¡daces, remarkable. The agri­ 
culture of the country is coming forward, 
and the soil much surpasses the best in the 
old States. An acre of California land will 
produce twice as much as an acre in the 
Mohawk Valley. Two years ago we raised 
all the wheat in California we needed for 
ourselves, and shipped away enough to 
feed ten million people besides. The min­ 
ing development of the State is not as 
sporadic as it was, but it is very large. The 
gold yield aggregates well. I have owned 
some mines, and in one of the mines I 
have we make it profitable when we get $4 
of metal out of a ton of the quartzr In­ 
deed. quartz milling is probably in better 
condition in California than it lias been for 
a good while. 
The great 
interest of 
the 
new 
West, 
excepting 
California 
and 
Utah. 
is. first, the 
mines, 
and 
next cattle. 
Now, 
in 
California we 
probably 
find 
more 
than 
125.000 
persons engaged in agriculture, and that is 
a larger proportion than anywhere west of 
the Rocky Mountains, possibly excepting 
Utah. Hence the mining interest is im­ 
portant to lie supported, and that is why, 
upon the silver question, 1 am for the con­ 
tinued coinage of silver. There is no suf­ 
ficient reason in good morals or political 
economy to discontinue it at the expense 
of the industry engaged in it. Suppose we 
had been coining $25,000,000 of silver per 
annum for years before our civil war, and 
it had been disbursed among our people, 
do you suppose that there would have 
been such a depression of the currency as 
happened with paper? 
It must have 
been disparaged somewhat, but as a lartre 
proportion ot the world has always used 
it, and always will use it. the deprecia­ 
tion 
would 
have been 
comparatively 
small. In the Pacific States we main­ 
tained gold and silver as our currency 
during the war; but if we had undertaken 
to 
demonetize 
silver 
at 
the expense 
of the gold the public tradition would 
have repudiated us. We manufactured, 
iu the rest of the country, paper, and put 
the Government stamp on it, and it sank in 
value until it was not worth half the prom­ 
ise on its face. If silver was depreciated 20 
per cent., it still should have a much 
greater buying power than the greenback 
gave us. Therefore, I say that if you 
coin silver and let it remain among the 
people of your country, as it generally 
will, you are provided in time of panic or 
battle with money that will not depreciate 
beyond a certain ¡mint. 
A Senator said to 
me not long ago that he hoped I was not in 
favor of silver. 1 told him I did not see 
any sufficient reason to he against silver 
mot! ' . 
He replied it was such a terribly 
heavy thing to carry. 
‘Now.'said 1 to 
him. 'I venture to say that you have not a 
gold piece in your pocket.' 
He admitted 
lie had not, but he had a number ot silver 
dollars and half dollars-. Said I to him 
also: ‘ You will probably go over this Sen­ 
ate and not be able to raise $50 in gold, and 
it is the same everywhere. Silver is the 
favorite coin of the great multitude of man­ 
kind.' 
. 
“ I like to feel. " said Mr. Stanford, “ that 
I have got some money in my pocket, and 
silver makes that impression in every­ 
body’s pocket. Your national wealth, if 
silver continues to be coined, will aggregate 
better than you know. While the savings 
banks of the United States show very many 
millions of dollars put aside by the poor, 
there must be much more money put away 
in stockings and other places by the saving 
poor. Silver is what they hoard, and not 
gold.” 
Said I : “ Should not there be more 
grains put into our silver coins if they seem 
to have depreciated ?" 
“ Yes, there ought to be enough more 
grains put in to diminish the tendency of 
exchanges to make a profit by buying sil­ 
ver at one price and putting it on the peo­ 
ple at another. You see that if a counter­ 
feiter could get the Government stamps 
and put them on good metal of the present 
number of grains he could still sell them 
at a profit over the bars of silver out of 
which he made them. That opportunity 
ought not to be afforded him by the people." 
“ Governor, when is the railroad to be 
finished between California and Oregon ?” 
“ That depends somewhat upon what as­ 
sistance the railroads in Oregon get, which 
are in a bankrupt condition. The Govern­ 
ment authorized two railroads to come for­ 
ward and meet each other, one from Oregon 
and one from California. They are so crip­ 
pled up in Oregon about their railroad 
finances that they are not making much 
pi ogress. It is some 600 ntiles to be cov­ 
ered by the railroads, and the natural im­ 
pediments are very great." 
CONGRESSIONAL STUPIDITY. 
Referring to naval matters Mr. Stanford 
said : “ Títere is a single vessel on the I’a- 
citic ocean, the Esmeralda, belonging to 
Chile, which could stand outside of San 
Francisco at Seal Rock and force th e, city 
to be surrendered. It seems to me to he 
most unwise fur our people to lay them­ 
selves open to such contingencies, when 
very small amounts of money would 
supply us with ships to protect these 
targe ports. 
The I nited 
States now 
furnishes the easiest prize and the richest 
ever offered to war in the capture of such 
cities as New York, New Orleans and San 
Francisco. It is most astonishing that we 
hesitate on questions of tha‘ kind, while we 
are supplying multitudes of towns' with 
public buildings, which cost relatively as 
ranch as ships of war. Even in that respect 
I find that there is no line of policy laid 
down in Congress for these public build­ 
ings. They ought to be graduated in cost 
to the size of the community which asks 
for them, and there should also be a classi­ 
fication of the desigus. so that the United 
States should net be putting up all these 
buildings without having perfected some

U tica, February 12th. — Ex-Governor 
Seymour died at 10 o'clock to-night at the 
residence of his sister, Mrs. Itoscoe Conk- 
ling. 
He began to fail perceptibly at 4 
o'clock this aitertioon. Shortly afterwards 
he rallied a little, hut soon relapsed into 
total unconsciousness, 
lie expired without 
a struggle, and as peaceful as if falling 
asleep. 
¡Horatio Seymour was born 
in Onomlago 
county, N. Y., May 31, 1810. 
He had an acurle- 
mio education and som ething ot a sem l-m ilitarv 
.sc-hool training. 
He read law, cam e to the bar 
iu 1832, and practiced ids profession lor a num ­ 
ber of years in Utica. N. \ 
He was sent to the 
legislative assembly by the Democratic party in 
1841. and twice thereafter, lie was at one time 
Mayor ot Utica. In 1850 he was the Democratic 
candidate for Governor, but was defeated. In 
1852, however, he was elected by an cxceedingly 
large m ajority, 
lie came uaturallv to the 


design within the limits of the appropria­ 
tion and up to the artistic character of the 
nation and the people. We could not con­ 
duct business in the present way in any

m aim y to antagonism arising out of his veto of 
a prohibitory liquor bill, lie holding the pro­ 
posed law to be unconstitutional.

Gov I 
ernor Seymour went to New York, and assidu­ 
ously aided in suppressing the riots. In 1864 
Governor Seymour was defeated for the office of 
Governor.

This reply was received with 
dissatisfaction, and the deputation handed 
the Secretary a document for Gladstone's 
perusal. This is in the nature of a formal 
declaration, in writing, on behalf of the 
unemployed workingmen, that the Gov­ 
ernm ent take immediate steps to relieve 
t heir pressing needs. 


THE LEICESTER RIOTING.

L o n d o n , February 12th.—The trial of the 
divorce ease of Donald Crawford against 
his wife, in whiqlt Sir Charles Dilke is co­ 
respondent, was begun to-day. Great in­ 
terest is felt in the case, arid the Court­ 
room was crowded when it was called. 
Dilke arrived early .and took his seat 
in the Court-roont without being recog­ 
nized by most of the people in attendance. 
Chamberlain, President of the Local Gov­ 
ernment Board, and 
many 
gentlemen 
prominent in official and social life were 
present. The ease being announced, peti­ 
tioner's counsel states that the first intima­ 
tion his client had of his wife's unfaithful­ 
ness was on the receipt of several anony­ 
mous letters, the writer of which warned 
Crawford to beware of “ the member from 
Chelsea" (Dilke). 
Crawford thereupon 
made an investigation 
into his 
wife's 
habits, and found that she had been corre­ 
sponding with one Captain Forster. 
This 
offense he had condoned. 
Receiving fur­ 
ther anonymous letters, Crawford taxed 
his wife with infidelity. 
She admitted 
her guilt, and made a full confession. She 
said she had slept two nights in the same 
bed with Sir Charles Dilke. 
His attentions 
to her, she said, hud commenced directly 
after her marriage. 
He professed to ad’- 
ntire her because of her resemblance to 
her mother. The wife of the jietitioner 
had attributed the anonymous letters to 
the vindictiveness of her mother. 
The 
petitioner’s case rested solely on his wife's 
confession. 
The ' servants of Crawford's 
household, counsel said, would give evi­ 
dence showing that their mistress had been 
absent front home on the nights she stated 
she had slept with Dilke. 
The petitioner, 
Crawford, was called to the witness stand, 
and gave testimony supporting the state­ 
ments of his comise!. Crawford said he 
had been startled by bis wife asking hipi 
whether he would forgive Iter if she had 
been unfaithful to him. His wife’s sister 
had been shown the anonymous letters and 
had agreed that they were in the hand­ 
writing of their mother. In her confession 
witness said Mrs. Crawford had declared 
that Dilke had compelled her to enter his 
bed with 
“ Fanny,” his 
mistress, Sir 
Charles hintself lying beside them. 
He 
then told her again how much she was like 
her mother. The counsel for the petitioner 
submitted evidence against Mrs. Crawford, 
but submitted none against Dillce. The 
Court granted a divorce from his wife, and 
dismissed the charges against Sir Charles 
Dilke. 
The consensus opinion is that the filthy 
revelations made in the trial, and the fail­ 
ure to attempt to either deny or disprove 
the charges against him, have practically 
ruined Sir Charles Dilke. 


I SECOND DISPATCH.1

Charles Dilke escaped under the technical 
plea that Mrs. Crawford's unsworn con­ 
fession was insufficient evidence, the whole

W ashington, February 12th.—1The ques­ 
tion of authority for issuing Consular cer­ 
tificates to Chinese covered a letter from the 
secretary ot the Treasury to the Secretary 
of State, dated August 25. 1886, in accord’-' 
ance with the several protests made bv 
congressman Morrow to the Secretary cif 
State and to the Secretary of the Treasury 
that all such certificates were contrary to 
law. The Secretary of the Treasury to-dav 
abrogates this supposed authority, and de­ 
cides there is no authority in law for the 
issuing by Consular officer* of certificates 
entitling Chinese persons of anv character 
to land in the United States, and instruc­ 
tions have been given accordingly. 
T h e T r a d e D o lla r S ilv e r Q u e s tio n . 
W ashington, February I2tli.—Another 
complication has arisen in the trade dol'ar 
question in the House, 
it bad been tlie 
intention of tbe advocates of the trade do'- 
lar redemption law to hasten tbe re¡)or’t 
and endeavor to put tlie m atter through at 
once. Chairman Bland, of the Coinage 
Committee, who assumes to control the 
treatm ent of the silver question in all its 
branches, has used all his inlluer.ee to pre­ 
vent a prem ature discussion. 
Morrison 
however, ignoring Bland’s leadership lias 
opened the way for Mills, Tindlev and 
others to make their speeches on the’silver 
question. As the matter now stands there 
is much ill reeling, and a desire to precipi­ 
tate a general silver debate. Friends of the 
trade dollar bill are divided as to whether 
it is best to endeavor to put that measure 
through before the fight has grown hitter, 
or whether the report at this time would 
make the trade dollar bill an excuse for a 
silver contest on more general principles, 
which would jeopardize its prospects of 
passage. 


T h e C o in a g e C o m m itte e a n d th e S ilv e r 
Q u e s tio n . 
W ashington. February 12tli.—The Hoti-e 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and Meas­ 
ures 
held 
an im portant meeting 
this 
morning, as indicative of the policy that 
the committee intends to pursue with re­ 
spect to silver legislation. All the mem­ 
bers, save one, were present. Considerable 
dissatisfaction has been expressed by a few 
members of the House that the committee 
has not taken action upon some of tlie va­ 
rious bills introduced regarding silver coin­ 
age. 
Various opinions were expressed to­ 
day as to the proper policy to be pursued, 
and some of the gentlemen present ex­ 
pressed fears that the subject might lie 
taken out ot the control of the committee 
unless a bill of some description .-hould be 
speedily reported to tbe House. 
Mr. Fei- 
ton, of i 'alifornia. said that if any other 
committee should be so lacking in courtesy 
as to attempt to secure management upon 
the floor of a subject intrusted exclusively 
to the Coinage Committee, he would be 
content to let the responsibility for it rest 
upon

thought, 
as 
prelim inary 
to the work of drafting some hill, it would 
be well to know the views entertained by 
different members of tbe committee regard­ 
ing silver coinage.

All the members of the 
committee briefly stated their views. Not 
to exceed three members of the committee 
were in favor of the unlim ited coinage of 
silver, and every member expressed his 
preference, if possible, ot a bi-metallic 
standard. Not a member of the committee 
advocated the absolute suspension of the 
coinage of silver dollars. There are several 
members who, if confronted with the single 
alternative of voting for suspension or fot a 
continuance of the present law, would vote 
for suspension ; 
but they think a compro­ 
mise measure of some description can be 
invented. 


C u th b e r t B u llitt J o n e s ’ E n m ity . 
W ashington, February 12th.—Cuthbert 
Bullitt Jones lia3 written a letter to Senator 
Randall Gibson, of Louisiana, in which he 
says that he knew that Gibson had aided 
and abetted Floyd King. Representative 
from Louisiana, in the effort to undermine 
him (Jones before the State Department 
and defeat him in getting a diplomatic 
post. Jones further informed Gibson that 
he intends to furnish tbe press with a pen- 
picture of the Louisiana Senator and place 
it in no enviable frame. The rivalry and 
trouble between Senators Gibson and Fustis 
are mixed up in tbe matter.

MILLIONS OF ACRES OF VIRUIN 


SOIL FOR SETTLERS. 


C heap and G ood L ands for T h ou ­ 
sa n d s o f F a rm ers— D escrip tion o f 
th e L ands.

W hen one looks 
upon the map of California, his attention 
is very naturally attracted to the great in­ 
terior basin which constitutes the heart, 
and by far the most im portant agricultural 
portion of the State. The nmp at thesatnc 
tim e reveals the fact that the northern por­ 
tion of this interior basin, north front San 
Francisco—or the Sacramento valley—is 
much more thickly settled—is much more 
frequently traversed by railroads, and more 
thickly dotted over by towns and cities, 
than is the southern portion, or San Joa­ 
quin valley. The distance from San Fran­ 
cisco north to Itedding, the extreme north­ 
ern point of the Sacramento valley, and 
from the same point south to Tehachapi, is 
about the same, each being about 250 
miles. The southern, or San Joaquin val­ 
ley, is a little wider on an average than 
the Sacramento valley, being about GO 
miles, and contains more Hat valley land. 
From Stockton south the San Joaquin val­ 
ley contains about 7,225,000 acres of land, 
nearly every acre of which is capable of a 
high and profitable cultivation. Through 
this great empire in extent there is as yet 
but a very sparse population—not one- 
twentieth of what it is capable of support 
ing, and supporting well. 
There is but 
one 
railroad 
running 
through the valley, with a short cross-road 
reaching out to Huron on the west, and to 
Visalia on the east. South of Stockton 
there is not a town in the entire val lev 
with a population over about 3,000, and 
but few of the towns exceed 1,000. begin­ 
ning with Latbrop, the towns in the order 
of their location on the road are: Ripon, 
Modesto, Turlock. Cressey. Atwater, Mer­ 
ced, Plainsburg, Madera, Fresno, Malaga, 
Fowler, Selma, Kingsburg, Travor, Goshen, 
Tulare. Tipton, Aiila, Delano, l*oso. l.udo, 
Sumner. 
I'ampa, Caliente. Keene, and 
then Tehachapi. Bakersfield, the Capital 
of Kern county, is but a few miles from the 
road near Sumner. Visalia, the < 'apital of 
Tulare county, is at the terminus of the 
Goshen and Visalia Railroad, seven miles 
from the main line. Ilanford, Leruore and 
H uron are on the branch road leading 
west from Goshen. 
While the population 
of these towns is now so small the towns 
are improving rapidly, and the population 
greatly increasing. 


THE SOIL OF THE VALLEY. 
The soil of this great valley may proper­ 
ly be termed “ made land," that is, it has 
all been washed from the ranges of m oun­ 
tains on eiiher side. 
It is therefore deep, 
and composed of layers or strata of diffei- 
ent materials. Through the central por­ 
tion of the valley it is generally a light 
sandy loam, very rich and productive. As 
the foothills are approached on either side 
the soil generally 
becomes coarse and 
heavier, and is m ixed considerably with 
ciay, a reddish color prevailing. 
In some 
places there is a considerable m ixture of 
alkali in the soil. As a whole, the soil 
m ay be described as superior. 
It would be 
hard to find in any county so large a body 
of good soil as lies between the Sierras and 
coast ranges of mountains, and between 
Lathrop and Tehachapi. 
The general 
slope of the country from south to north is 
about one foot to the mile. The slope is 
considerably greater from the foothills to­ 
ward the center of the valley. 


DEFERI ED DEVELOPMENTS. 
It may be asked by strangers why this 
rich valley is behind the other sections of 
the State in population and development. 
There are many reasons. To begin with, 
it may be stated that there was but a very 
little gold found in the mountains opposite 
the San Joaquin valley (excepting the ex­ 
treme northern part). and consequently 
the valley did not attract so much attention 
from early miners and speculators; that, 
when it was occupied, it was with a class 
ol stockmen with their stock. These men 
brought with them the instincts of their 
class—to keep everybody but themselves 
and their cattle out of the country, and 
they resorted to every means in their power 
to accomplish this óbject. even to a misrep­ 
resentation of the country in every partic­ 
ular and to actual warfare against those 
■who attempted to share the country with 
them . Especially were they hostile to all 
eltorts at the cultivation of the soil, and 
those who first turned the furrow in the 
valley were, in ridicule, culled “ land- 
grabbers '—as if to bring land under culti­ 
vation were akin to robbery. 
Under such 
a state of affairs there was but little induce­ 
m ent for roads of any kind, or any other 
improvements, and hence the building of a 
railroad through this valley was put off to 
the last moment. The Southern Pacific 
was built, not for the local business it 
could command at that time, but because 
it was on the line of the overland route to 
New Orleans. When the “ no fence law” 
was extended over the valley, these old 
cattle kings saw the handwriting on the 
wall and began to prepare for the inevit­ 
able. Their last stand is the riparian law, 
and when this is superseded bv the right of 
appropriation of the waters for irrigation, 
and the valley is irrigated as it w ill he all 
w e r its vast extent, there will grow up in 
this valley one of the richest agricultural 
districts in the world. 
1 make this asser­ 
tion advisedly. N ature points it out too 
plainly for intelligent men to mistake its 
destiny. Though the rain fall injtlie valley 
is but about an average of 10 inches an­ 
nually, the immense water-shed of the 
mountains and foot-hills on either side is 
so great that the valley lias at its command 
an equivalent of at least 50 inches annually 
for the complete irrigation of the entire 
surface. 
IRRIGATION. 
In the northern portion of the valley the 
subject of irrigation has but recently re­ 
ceived much attention. In fact, it is yet 
but in the discussion stage. Farmers have 
gone on from year to year putting in vast 
wheat fields, and making but fair crops in 
three years out of live, aud almost failures 
in the other two. They are now waking 
up to a realization of the tact that they 
have the means clo6e by them and within 
their own command, to insure good crops 
"every year, not only of the cereals but of 
th** more profitable crops ol a diversified 
agriculture, fruit and grape culture. 
The San Joaquin river and its numerous 
branches—the Calaveras, Stanislaus, Tuol­ 
um ne, Merced, Cowehilla and Fresno— 
carry past their very doors every year all 
the water necessary to bring about this de­ 
sirable change, aud companies are in pro­ 
cess of organization for the utilization of 
these waters for this purpose. 
As we go further south the rivers that flow 
down from the Sierras are the Kings, the 
Kawe&h, the Tule, Deer creek. W hite river, 
Foso creek and Kearn river. It has been 
carefully ascertained, by measurement of 
the flow of these rivers, that they carry 
water enough to irrigate the entire surface 
of the valley to which the water can be 
carried. On the west side of the valley the 
streams leading from the Coast Range are 
less in number and in flow of water, but 
still they carry a sufficient flow in the 
spring of the year to cover large areas of 
land now lying comparatively idle. 


ARTESIAN WELLS. 
Besides the supply of water by these 
rivers there is a vast area of the valley, run­ 
ning its entire length from north to south, 
in which water has been obtained for irri­ 
gation from artesian wells. The develop­ 
m ent of water from this source commenced 
only about seven years ago. when the first 
well was sunk in Tulare county by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company. The 
value of this discovery to this section of 
this State cannot be estimated. 
It is al­ 
ready making tbe desert bloom like a rose 
W hat effect the surface irrigation from the 
rivers will have on the flow irom the wells, 
and what effect the constant flow from the 
wells will have on the supply, are ques­ 
tions which only the experience oí the 
future can solve : "but one thing is certain, 
the annual snows on the mountains, added 
to the rainfall of the valley, furnishes an 
abundant supply for all purposes. 


IRRIGATION CANALS. 
I stated above that in tbe northern end 
of the valley the subject of irrigation is still 
in its initiative stage. 
It is proper to state. 


however, that there are some very extensive 
canals being constructed, and very nearly- 
completed in this section. As we go south 
from Lathrop the first enterprise of this ¡ 
kind is the great work of the Merced Canal 1 
and Irrigation Company. This company is 
composed of C. H. ' Hoffman. Charles 
Crocker and C. F. Crocker. These parties 
were owners of considerable sections of 
land in the vicinity of Merced, and they' 
saw the opportunity, by bringingthe wateré 
of the Merced river out of its hanks and 
flowing it over their lands and those of 
their neighbors, to increase in value not 
only their own land, but those of their 
neighbors. Tbev set competent men to 
estimating 
the cost of the canal, the 
amount of land that could

gated, and they estimated the probable 
increase in value of land to bo ben - 
filed, with the following probable results:

W hat­ 
ever may have been the chief motive in 
this respect, it is none the less true that all 
who have been successful in bringing land 
and water together have proved themselves 
benefactors to their neighbors, and have 
wrought great good to tins section of the 
State. The beneficial effects of irrigation 
have proven to be both direct and indirect. 
The direct benefits are to the land irrigated 
and to the owners of these lands. The in­ 
direct benefits have resulted to (he county 
generally in raising the'water level in the 
soil. Before theeraof irrigation, as a rule, the 
surface water was very deep down in the 
soil. \\ ell- had to be dug all the way from 
30 to 150 feet deep to obtain water for do­ 
mestic use. In the irrigated districts this 
water has been rapidly rising, till it ranges 
from 10 to 30 teet below the surface, and is 
yearly growing less, thus greatly lessening 
the quantity of water necessary to be ap­ 
plied to the surface, to insure good crops. 


THE CLIMATE. 
The climate of the San Joaquin valley is 
almost a counterpart of that of the Sacra 
niento valley. 
It was formerly a little 
dryer, and, perhaps, in some portions a little 
warmer in the latter part of summer. The 
upper part of the valley, or the southern 
part, like the upper part"of the Sacramento, 
is warmer than the lower sections. In this 
respect, too, irrigation is working a change. 
The more moist surface of the soil is ren­ 
dering the air more moist and agreeable, 
and it is observed by all residents that the 
annual rainfall is increasing. As in the 
Sacramento valley and foothills, wherever 
orange and lemon trees have been planted, 
so in the San Joaquin valley these trees 
have done well, and when of proper age 
they 
have 
commenced 
bearing 
fruit, 
and, 
to 
the 
surprise 
of 
every­ 
body, the fruit has proved of a most 
excellent 
quality, 
clean 
and 
bright 
and entirely free of all kinds of disease. 
There are some localities along the foot­ 
hills of this valley where fruit conies to 
m aturity even earlier in the season than at 
\ acaville or Winters, in the Sacramento 
valley. I believe the raisins ot Fresno are 
got into the market earlier than any other 
locality in tbe ’State, and it is believed that 
when vineyards for raisins shall come into 
bearing in the favored foothill districts of 
Fresno, Tillare and Kern counties, the 
raisins 
produced will 
be considerably 
earlier than those of tbe vineyards about 
Fresno city, and that this will enable Cali­ 
fornia to put her raisins into the Eastern 
market each year ahead of the imported 
Malaga raisins. This latter point is con­ 
sidered of great importance to our State, as 
it will help us materially in our comi>eti- 
tion with the Malaga country for the best 
trade of the East. It is believed if we can 
supply the early market before the holi­ 
days we can hold the market through the 
season, and thus in the end drive out all 
foreign competition. 


THE PRESENT SEASON. 
No season has ever opened with better 
prospecte for this valley than the present. 
There has been more than an average sup­ 
ply of rain, and it has come in such a m an­ 
ner as to give the farmers a good opportu­ 
nity to get in a large area of grain—said to 
be more than ever before. Grain is looking 
well all over the valley, and if the season 
remains moderately favorable there will be 
a greater aggregate yield by perhaps 25 to 
50 percent, than ever before.

ANOTHER DAY IN SADDLE. 
Next day we had more than fifty miles 
to make, as the country beyond was too 
wild to admit of camping out in safety 
with our small force, and the nearest ha­ 
cienda was the Trojes de Angangues, a 
mining district, the word Trojes literally 
meaning “granaries.” 
The road lay up 
and up among the hills, ever ascending to 
higher altitudes till even the virgin forests 
were left below. Sometimes we dism ount­ 
ed and walked up the steepest parts, to 
rests our horses and ourselves. 
Untrodden 
as the trail appeared, an occasional cross, 
hung with withered garlands gave token 
of life as weil as of death, showing 
where travelers remain among these Alpine 
solitudes, their lonely beds fragrant with 
wild flowers, fanned by pure air from 
the m ountain tops, and shaded by resinous 
pines. 
There are numerous tales of bloody 
deeds which have been performed in this 
section by the Comanches, with some of 
which our guide, Don Jesu.- Maria Guada­ 
lupe, entertained us en route. It is as­ 
tonishing what a contrast there is between 
the ferocious barbarians of the north and 
the mild, gentle Indians of the interior! 
Both are classed under the same general 
name (Indians!, which Columbus gave to 
all the aborigines of the continent, sup­ 
posing the land he sighted to be the Indies 
—but evidently they are of widely different 
origin. The Comanches are an exceedingly 
handsome, line-looking race, whose re­ 
sources, both for war and trade, were once 
so great that nothing but their natural 
indolence checked their aggressions, which 
indeed were formidable. 
Though now 
depleted 
in 
strength 
and 
numbers, 
they 
still 
occasionally 
swoop down 
from 
their 
hiding-places 
in 
the 
mountains upon solitary haciendas and 
outlying ranches, committing wholesale 
murder and depredation. So tragical and 
affecting are the traditions of some ot their 
deeds, that they would form admirable 
themes for the romancer or the dramatist. 
W e passed the spot where one of these 
catastrophes occurred, and dismounted to 
view two tall crosses roughly hewn from 
pine logs, and to add our jiebbles to the 
goodly pile of stones that surrounded each, 
in token that we, too, had said prayers for 
the repose of the dead. 


THE RUDELY-CARVED INSCRIPTIONS, 
Translated from Mexican-Castilian, are as 
follows : “ Pause, passer-by, and bestow an 
Ave Maria and a I’ater Noster for the re­ 
pose of the soul of Ysabel Mora, who fell 
by the hands of the barbarians on tbe 11th 
of October, of the year 188-, in the flower 
of her youth and beauty.” On the other : 
“ Aqui yace Juan Maria Orteza, Vecino 
d e 
., matado por los barbaros, el diu 11 
de Octubre, del ano 188-, 
Ora por el. 
Cristiano, por Dios.” 
The outlines of the story, briefly, are 
these, and anybody in seart:h of materials 
to work up an exciting melodrama may 
help themselves to i t : 
In a rancho situated not far from Toluca 
lived a family of hardy vaqueros, or cattle- 
lierders, the head of which was a sturdy

gallo” tear from its stake the unhappy 
fowl and bear it safe from the pursuit of 
competitors (but piecemeal) to the foot of 
his admiring lady-love. 
Of these eight 
mozos, he who bore away the palm of 
rancheral superiority, but still in a very 
slight degree, was the third son, and the 
handsomest (no little praise, where each 
and all laid claim to the title of “ buen mozo 
y giiapo), by

It was m y fate recently to spend a night 
in Oakland, and I promise that I will—as 
the children say—“ never do so no more.” 
There is some compensation, huwever. in

I have solved the problem why Oakland, 
only within half an hour's sail from the 
wickedest city on the continent, would, if 
anybody was hunting for a Gomorrah to 
San Francisco's Sodom, leave Oakland 
severely alone and pass on to San Jose or 
Los Angeles.

time tiil they must make way before the 
Caucasian. 
In all the years in which the 
Chinese question lias t*een agitated, the 
anti-Chinese feeling was never so strong, 
so widespread and so permeating all classes 
of our people as at present. 
W hile there 
is distress in Chinatown, there is still

Everything has 
come down in California—except rents in 
San Francisco, which are as stiff as the 
North Pole in mid-winter—and labor must 
accommodate itself to the changed con­ 
ditions, and is doing so.

THE OPPORTUNITY POE CAPITAL—AN 
IMMEDIATE NEED. 


The desirable immigrant is coming to 
the Sacramento valley and the northern 
and central 
foothill 
region. 
But 
it 
Is 
one thing 
to 
invite 
and 
secure 
the coming of the new population, and 
another to retain it. 
Unless we take the 
proper initiatory stops to the latter end. 
the new-comers may drift from us into 
sections offering advantages for some im­ 
mediate reward to industry without the 
privations of unaided eiibrt. 
What, then, 
shall we do? 
With the example of south­ 
ern California and Colorado before us, we 
.have no difficulty in answering the ques­ 
tion. 
We must enter upon the colony system, 
and to this; end, large and small capitalists 
—not mere land speculators—should im­ 
mediately organize to prepare for the 
reception of the immigrant, and seenre 
his permanency among us. 
The colony 
system 
made 
Colorado 
and 
Kansas 
what 
they 
are. 
Those 
States 
are 
’ dotted 
all 
over 
with 
these 
rural 
organizations, every one of which has 
proven successful. 
In the south of our 
own State the same system has also heen a 
pronounced success. 
Wtien the intending 
settler arrives, and views the land, the tirst 
question that presents itself to him is, 
“ How long must 1 wait before I can receive 
some contribution from the soil toward inv 
support?” 
If the time promises to he 
extend»], and lie finds that he must labor 
hard and long and alone and live on his 
reserve funds 
meanwhile, and 
do 
all 
things himself, necessary to make his new 
possession reasonably desirable, he will 
naturally turn to those sections where 
organization has cleared the way for him, 
and lessened the preparatory labor. 
Now, the one imperative necessity for 
the retention of the exjiected population, 
is to secure the formation of numerous 
companies for the purpose of laying off 
colony plats, upon tracts secured originally 
in large bodies. 
These organizations, 
where it is needed, must bring water to 
the lands, make water privileges a part 
and parcel of each subdivision title, and so 
segregate the tracts that they may 
lie 
occupied in small parcels—from twenty 
acres upwards. 
These tracts should be 
grouped in some order with relation to a 
colony tenter, with perpetually secured 
free roads, avenues and byways. 
These 
subdivisions must be sold in preference 
always to colony groups, and never to 
speculators, and always upon such easv 
terms that the entire capital of the im­ 
migrant will not be alisorbed before soiqj 
reward results. 
He will thus be enabled, 
while waiting the maturity of his vines 
and trees, to produce some speedy growth, 
necessary to the support of his family, and 
that will afford him some small income. 
These colonies from rural centers will 
develop into villages with a species of con- 
fraternal 
community interest. 
Schools 
will early be maintained, and local supply 
stores and churches and halls will follow 
in time. 
The water rights must be so at­ 
tached [that the colony may, in time, be­ 
come the sole possessor thereof, and be 
finally free of all supervisión and incum­ 
brance. Groups will come on and take 
these small tracts as groups, for obvious 
eason'. 
They will not be wholly strangers 


in a strange land; they will bring with them 
the civilization and confraternities of the 
section from whence they come. 
The 
members will feel a mutuality of Strength 
and dependence. 
Each will realize that 
some one is near having a kindlv interest 
in him, and willing to aid and care for 
him in emergencies. 
They will surround 
themselves at once with some of the com­ 
forts of life not always deemed necessaries, 
and this is a very strung point in favor of 
the colony system. 
Given, a colony capital-organization with 
one or two or three thousand acres, with 
water-right attachments, and so soon as a 
dozen families occupy as many subdivis­ 
ions the entire remainder of subdivisions 
will vastly appreciate in value, and the 
colony promoters will thus receive large 
reward and security for their investment. 
But they must all sell these lands cheaply 
and on easy and long terms, for it is in 
the numerical strength of the settlements 
that capital is to find its chief reward. 
The wise colony promoters should also 
provide for the accommodation of the col­ 
onists with loans, at the proper time, to lie 
put into further [lermanent improvements. 
That is, it must lie possible for these out­ 
side properties to secure small advances on 
easy terms, after enhanced value has been 
given by settlement and labor. 
It needs no remarkable prescience to fore­ 
cast the beneficial results that must flow 
from such systems. 
They will solve for 
us the problem, What is to become of the 
vast amount of water storage and ditching 
in the mountains originally intended for 
mining? They will give us population of 
the right kind, producing and consuming, 
and in the speediest manner. Compared to 
the system of scattered settlement of indi­ 
vidual, unaided and unorganized settle­ 
ment, and it will be seen at once to possess 
incalculable advantages, not only for the 
settlers and for the investors, but for the 
whole State of California. 


EXCLUSIVE 
PRIVILEGE 
AND 
FRAN­ 
CHISES. 


A San Francisco journal, speaking of 
the tendency to increase special taxes, 
says : 
The underlying principle is that the weight of 
taxation should be thrown upon privileged 
classes—that is, upon corporations which ob­ 
tain, under general laws or by special ebarter, 
exclusive franchises from the commonwealth. 
It is believed to be just that they should pay for 
the exceptional rights they enjoy. 
If there is any sincerity in the claim 
whatever, then it means that taxation 
should he thrown upon corporations hold­ 
ing United States patents for inventions, 
since they and inventors themselves enjoy 
the only real monopoly known in this 
country. 
There aie no other exclusive 
privileges known to our laws, except such 
as are a—ured nnder patent and copyright 
laws. 
It is very different in monarchical 
countries, where grants of exclusive priv­ 
ileges are m;ale, and true monopoly is 
often a reality. 
But under our system 
there are granted and can be assured no 
exclusive privileges upon which to main­ 
tain a monopolistic character. 
Whatever 
one combination of citizens, as a corporate 
body under the law, may engage in, is 
ojien for competitive entry to all others. 
Take a home case as in point and railroad 
corporations as examples. 
The Central 
Pacific Railroad corporation secured a 
franchise to lay and operate a line of rail­ 
road through tiie city of Oakland. At that 
time Oakland was a mere village, a suburb 
of San Francisco of insignificant import­ 
ance. 
Its population scarcely aggregated 
•5,000. 
After the company had built its 
road upon the basis of the concession to 
pass through the city, and which was not 
and could not be an exclusive privilege; 
after it had erected wharves, and works, 
and expended large sums of money in per­ 
manent improvements and in establishing 
quick, cheap and frequent communication 
between Oakland and San Francisco, the 
result was fonnd to be that the village had 
grown to a city of some 40,000 inhabitants; 
that property values had greatly appreci­ 
ated ; 
that 
easy 
and 
cheap 
access 
to 
the 
place 
from 
the 
city had 
made it especially inviting 
for those 
desiring suburban homes, and that in every 
way the grant of the non-exclusive privi­ 
lege had been a godsend to the place. Then 
came another association of citizens as a 
corporate body, operating the South Pa­ 
cific Coast Railroad. 
They, too, asked the 
privilege of building and operating the 
road within the municipal bounds. 
And 
for the nominal sum of $5 in hand paid a 
franchise was granted to them to operati a 
parallel and competing rail line. 
Now it 
is a notorious fact that there is not to-day 
in all the United States a railroad corpo­ 
ration tliat has built and operated a road 
under the privilege known as and called 
a franchise that may not lie paralleled by 
competing lines over and again without 
end. 
That is, the so-called privilege is 
not an exclusive privilege. 
The mere 
geographical bounds of a single street may 
limit the lines that can be laid on it, and 
municipal regulation may do the same, just 
as it may regarding water supply, gas sup­ 
ply, motor supply, telegraphic and other 
companies, but no such considerations rest 
npon the basis of exclusive grant. 
Legiti­ 
mate enterprise has no barrier in this 
country. 
Commercial environment mav 
limit the wisdom of such investment, hut 
exclusive privilege never. In some parts of 
the country the theory has been advanced as 
an economic doctrine that the burden of 
taxation should wholly be visited upon 
corporate property or income or earnings, 
etc. 
But nowhere in this country has it 
ever been advanced upon the assumption 
that corporations enjoy by right under the 
law exclusive privileges or franchises. 


A RESPONSIBLE MINISTRY. 


The system of a responsible Ministry has 
been urged by not a few as a supposed 
remedy for many of the political ills of 
which we complain in the United States. 
Abbott Lawrence lxiwell, in the Febru­ 
ary Atlantic, is at pains, in a lengthy article, 
to show that a system of responsible Min­ 
istry cannot be grafted into our institu­ 
tions without endangering the very feat­ 
ures of our form of government which we 
contemplate with most pride. 
England, 
with Ministers who administer so long as 
Parliament approves, and who resign so 
soon as any material want of confidence is 
expressed, is, of course, the best example 
of a Government of that order. 
Mr. 
Lowell makes the points that a President 
elected by the people, but responsible to 
Congress, would rarely be able to lead the 
latter. 
If some other officer of the Ad­ 
ministration 
became 
leader, then the 
President would be virtually stripped of 


power. 
So, while the President would be 
in office four years, the Cabinet would be 
liable to change at the will of Congress. 
As a result, the Ministers to lead Congress 
would be apt to ignore the President, and 
as they would have to explain and defend 
governmental jiolicies to Congress, they 
would likely tie defenders of their own 
policies, and not those of the President. 
Thus Congress would exercise, practically, 
both the legislative and executive func­ 
tions of government. 
All these things are 
perfectly clear, and Mr. Lowell need have 
gone no farther. 
A Ministerial Govern­ 
ment is simply impossible in the United 
States. 
It is, in whatever light viewed, 
antagonistic to the principles of govern­ 
ment by a consenting jieople. 
The tase of 
France—a republic—i> not in jioint, for it 
is not a republic such as we maintain. 
The President is not the direct choice of 
tho people, and while the Senate generally 
fortifies the Ministers, the Deputies nearly 
always antagonize them, and, as a re­ 
sult, 
there exists 
turmoil 
in govern­ 
ment in France that would not be tolerated 
here a single quarter. 
Here a responsible 
Ministry would tend to a dangerous cen­ 
tralization of power. 
Our Constitution 
conveys the idea of a league indestructible 
because of the well-defined authority and 
rights of its constituent parts. 
It is, as 
Fiske has so well put it, “ the first attempt 
in history to apply on a grand scale to the 
relations between States the same legal 
methods of procedure which as long ap­ 
plied in all civilized countries to the rela­ 
tions lietween individuals, have rendered 
private warfare obsolete. 
Now any new 
system that would set up a responsible 
Ministry, accountable to the representa­ 
tive body of the people, would cultivate 
antagonistic conditions of necessity, be­ 
cause, as Mr. Lowell well states it, such a 
Ministry “ involves the fusion of the legis­ 
lative and executive branches, and the 
concentration of all political power in the 
hands of the direct representatives of the 
people.” 
Such centralization would be 
just as destructive oi the nice checks and 
balances established between the several 
independent branches of our Government 
as if it were manifest alone in the executive 
or judicial, or as if it developed in the 
encroachments of Federal authority upon 
the reserved rights of the States in their 
domestic sovereignty. 


A SUGGESTION TO SACRAMENTO. 


The San Francisco Spirit of th>. Times 
suggests that during the stay of the Grand 
Army of the Republic delegates in this 
State in August, Sacramento could do her­ 
self honor and the State service by bolding 
a fruit and flower exhibition. 
The sug­ 
gestion is worthy of consideration. 
Pro­ 
vided the attendance of a large number of 
the delegates and visiting strangers can l.e 
secured for one or two days, the material 
benefit of such an exhibition would be 
very great. 
We arc aware that efforts arc 
to be put forth in other quarters to invite 
the attention of these visitors to particular 
sections. 
It would he a matter of no great 
cost on the part of this people to get up 
the proposed exhibition. 
The time of the 
visit will be propitious; examples of the 
fruits of the State would unquestionably 
l>e furnished by the people, and the cost 
incident to the affair would be only such 
a- would be entailed by the placing of the 
goods on exhibition, for wo are assured 
that the transportation question would 
scarcely he involved. 
The chief assur­ 
ance needed to warrant the effort is that 
the attendance of the strangers cau he se­ 
cured. 
It is expected that several thou­ 
sand Eastern people will be in the State at 
that time. They will be here as sight-seers 
and inquirers, especially into our resources. 
They should be afforded every opportunity 
to inform themselves thoroughly. 
It has 
been thrown out as an additional sugges­ 
tion that great numbers wili pass through 
this city going and coming, and that many 
will stop over, if any sufficient inducement 
is held out. 
It is also added that it would 
be entirely feasible to charter steamers 
and give the visitors full opportunity to 
visit the city if the fruit and flower exhi 
Lition is made. 
All these are worthy of 
consideration. 
While we deem the plan 
feasible, and are confident that if under­ 
taken it will greatly repay, it would he 
unwise to pronounce positively upon it 
until it has been more fully examined and 
all possible objections to the scheme have 
been advanced. We concur with the Spirit 
in the expression that if such an effort is 
made it should be open to representation 
of the whole State, and not merelv local. 
Certainly nowhere else can such an exhi­ 
bition be more easily made. 
This is a 
fruit-shipping center, and its geographical 
location and its relation to lines of trans­ 
portation give it peculiar advantages for 
the purpose indicated. 
As to the ability 
of Sacramento to handle the scheme, that 
is not at all in issue. 
Our people have too 
often demonstrated their capacity for such 
affairs to leave that part of the plan in 
ativ doubt whatever. 


OPEN AND CLOSED DOORS 


The sentiment grows that the United 
States Senate will make an advance steji 
in abolishing the secresy of the executive 
se-'ion. 
It is said that a number of “the 
Republican Senators favor the change and 
warmly advocate it. 
It would appear to 
be a wise action, and subject to exception 
only when the country would be endan­ 
gered by publicity of details brought be­ 
fore the Senate, or when treaty stipula­ 
tions are being discussed. 
It is said that 
the open door rule wili prevent that free­ 
dom of expression concerning appoint­ 
ments and confirmations that is desirable 
and necessary to the disclosure of the 
truth. 
But it may be replied to this that 
the Senator should be of such metal that 
be need not fear free expression concern­ 
ing 
the 
fitness 
of 
appointees. 
The 
•pec-door discussion of nominees of the 
President will result in greater care being 
exercised in naming them, while greater 
efficiency will lie secured in public serv­ 
ants, and the standard of office elevated. 
But over and above these considerations, is 
not the country entitled to know what its 
representatives advance for or against ap­ 
pointees ? 
Is there, in brief, any sufficient 
reason, in a republic, for the continuance 
of the custom of secresv in these matters ? 


T he San Francisco Bulletin, in a feeling 
tribute paid to the memory of the late E. 
C. Kemble, pays him the high compliment 
of having been the first to preach the free- 
soil doctrine in California. 
At that time 
Mr. Kemble was editing the Alia Gkjfo-ntc 


of San Francisco, and his first and contin­ 
ued aim was to sow the seeds of free-soil- 
ism. 
So thoroughly did he succeed that 
when the time came to form a Constitu­ 
tion, the pro-slavery men saw it would be 
folly to attempt to make this territory 
over to the slavery powers and so aban­ 
doned the secret desire.

Statement by Slieriff Reamer of an Inter­ 
view Between Cratt anti Sill. 
A Woodland correspondent of the San 
Francisco Post gives the result of an inter­ 
view with Sheriff Beamer, who was asked 
about the particulars of the interview be­ 
tween Crait and Sill at which the Sheriff 
was present. 
He said ; “ I am glad to have 
a chance to make a statem ent to such a re­ 
liable paper as the Post, because 1 think 
likely I have been blamed by some people 
for going with Craft to find'Mr. Sill, but I 
did so to prevent an encounter. 
I knew 
Craft would hunt him up, and I felt cer­ 
tain from the way he talked that he would 
provoke Sill to assaulting him, and I was 
satisfied that it would result in serious dif­ 
ficulty. Sill and Miss Harlan were m ar­ 
ried on Monday, the 1st of the month, and 
on Tuesday this meeting took place. Craft 
met me on the street and told me he waul­ 
ed me to go with him to see Sill. H e was 
very much excite i, and made all sorts ol 
charges against Mrs. Sill. 
He told me that 
he was going to tell the whole tiring to Sill. 
I tried to persuade him not to see Sill, but 
to go back to Sacramento to his work anil 
drop the whole thing. 
When 1- found h 
was bent on going I thought I bad better 
go along and prevent a difficulty if I could. 
We found Sill in Spaulding's drug store. 
Craft was very abusive. 
He made the most 
scandalous charges against Mrs. Sill, and 
taunted Sill with being too much of a coward 
to resist what lie said. Sill made several 
attempts to attack Craft, but I prevented 
him. (;raft had asked me for permission 
to carry a weapon. 
I told him that 1 could 
not give hint any authority : that there was 
no law against a mart carrying a weapon 
and asked him if he did not already carrv 
one. 
He replied, ’Not always.’ 
I was 
satisfied that he was armed at the time. It 
was evident that he expected to bring about 
a collision, but it was Sill that he wanted 
to fight. 
He did not have any idea that 
Mr. Harlan would do anything. After Mr. 
H arlan came in town Friday night, Craft 
was warned that he had better be careful. 
He said, * Oh, the old man won’t do any­ 
thing. I have no trouble with the old 
man.’ 
Every one was expecting trouble 
from the way in which Craft was talking, 
and consequently the shooting, while it 
struck every one with horror, did not take 
them much by surprise. The people gen­ 
erally thought that Sill would be the one 
to do it, however. Craft was hunting for a 
fight, and I have found that when a man is 
hunting for a tight he generally finds some 
one to accommodate him. 
f don’t think 
any one blames Mr. II rlan much for what 
he did. No one will blame a man for de­ 
fending the reputation of his daughter or 
of any other woman of his family.”

were confirmed by tho Act of March 1, 
1877, that officer was advised that the said 
selections, with tbe exception of that based 
upon tbe northwest quarter section 16, 
township I north, range 17 west, San Ber­ 
nardino meridian, covered by the Rancho 
Sirni, which was patented Jan 29 
were void; for the reason that the lands 
designated as basis of the selections, which 
were alleged to be within private grants, 
were shown to be public lands ’insurveyed, 
and hence were not confirmed bv the Act 
refeired to. 
The above letter was evidently written 
without knuwiidge of the construction of 
the Act of March i, 1877. adopted bv the 
Department, as set forth in the circular of 
the State Surveyor-General, entitled: “ In­ 
demnity school locations. 
Construction 
given by the Hon. Secretary of the Interior 
to the Act of Congre s approved March 1, 
1877, entitled,” etc.. wherein, on page 8, the 
Hon. Secretary says: 
■ Hence, without recapitulating or furth­ 
er particularizing the classes of selections 
confirmed by said Act, according to the 
construction thereof adopted by "the De­ 
partment, as shown above, it may be stated 
as a rule for future guidance in adjusting 
the grant that in ail cases of defective or 
invalid indemnity school selections made 
and certified prior to the passage of the 
Act, wherein, by approved public surveys, 
or by the final surveys of Mexican grants, 
it lias been, or may hereafter be ascertained 
that the deficiencies or losses in lieu of 
which the selections were made, actually 
exist; and in all cases wherein it shad 
appear that the selections were made in 
anticipation of the surveys of Mexican 
grants in lieu of sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections supposed or alleged by the ¡State to 
be lost in such grants, but where, upon 
final surveys of such grants, or by approved 
public surveys, made or approved after the 
passage o! said Act, such school sections 
shall he found in place, and not included 
in any grant, the selections will be treated 
as confirmed; provided, the selected lauds 
were subject to Congressional disposition at 
the date of the Act.” 
The same views were held by the Attor­ 
ney-General in his opinion of the construc­ 
tion of the Act, wherein he says (sec page 9 
of the circular referred to): * 
” I t is 
not questioned that the effect of this sec­ 
tion (2) is to confirm to the State of Califor­ 
nia tbe selections of lands made by it as 
indemnity for those sections which have 
been since found not to have been included 
within the final survey of a Mexican grant, 
and to reinvest the United States witn the 
title thereto, to be disposed of as other pub­ 
lic lands of the United States.” 
Furthermore, the Hon. Secretary said 
(see page 11 of circular): 
” In conclusion, 
I will say that selections are confirmed by 
the Act of 1877 only to the extent of the 
actual losses or deficiencies designated as 
bases therefor, except where the tracts 
named as bases revert to the United States, 
under the provisions thereof, for disposal 
as other public lands: that all lands, the 
selections whereof are not confirmed, fall 
within the provisos aforesaid for disposi­ 
tion, for the reason that in such eases 
there are no 16th or 36th sections, the title 
to which the Government can resume;

11 was organ­ 
ized in Is,»:| from’ among some of the best 
musical talent in Mexico.

object was to have typical orchestral music 
presented at the W orld's Fair in New Or­ 
leans. Its success there was of the most 
fluttering character, and its subsequent 
tour through tlie United States has been, if 
we are to believe half the records of the 
press, a brilliant musical trium ph.

THE FARM. 


SOME FACTS AND THOUGHTS OF 
GENERAL INTEREST. 


'F arm ing in N orw ay—Salt as a F er til­ 
iser—D oes F a rm in g I*ay— 
O bserving E conom ies. 


Some of the most valuable farms in Nor­ 
way would be spurned as a gift by Am eri­ 
can husbandmen, who are seldom content 
w ith places of sudden undulation, or, in­ 
deed, w ith anything but pieces of rich prai­ 
rie or bottom land. But the Norwegians 
are industrious and thrifty grangers, have 
comfortable bams and fine cattle, and gen­ 
erations of families succeed each other in 
possessing and working their mountain 
iannsteads. Their houses are substantially 
constructed of wood, and inside there is an 
air of comfort and cleanliness. But what 
of the farm? “ Look about you,” says 
Chamhcri Journal. ‘‘Mountains hem us in 
on all sides; there is no room for fields as 
we know them at home; but grass grows 
luxuriantly among the rocks, with occa­ 
sionally a patch as large as an ordinary' 
villa garden. There the farmer cuts a ;>or- 
lion of his hay crop, on which his horses 
and cattle are m ainly dependent during 
eight winter months. B ut his hay field is 
yet wider spread, (¡lance upwards some 
fifteen hundred feet there, where an open­ 
ing occurs in 
the dw arf birch, and 
you 
will 
observe 
the 
diminished 
form of a man busy at work. That 
is the farmer, a thorough mountaineer, 
cutting the grass which grows on yonder 
narrow ledge of rock. 
H e has been up 
since early morn, and will probably not de­ 
scend till evening. Not a tuft of grass will 
be left ungathered; not a foot of levct 
ground on that steep and rugged mountain 
side but will be visited, and its small crop 
carefully removed 
by 
the 
industrious 
bergsman. 
I f he has a wide stretch of 
field (hill pasture or moorland) in Ms 
boundary, the farmer erects wooden sheds, 
in which he stores his hay till winter, 
when, by an ingenious contrivance, he 
has the whole rapidly and easily conveyed 
to the valley. A familiar object in a Nor­ 
wegian glen is the strong steel wire which 
stretches from the foot to the sum m it of 
the mountain. Down this wire the bundles 
of hay are expeditiously sent without labor, 
and then carried in sledgc3 to the steadings. 
W ithout such a method, many weary jour­ 
neys would be necessary ere' the hay re­ 
quired for a long winter could bo brought 
down. 
It appears the Norwegian farmer 
borrowed the idea of this hay telegraph 
from bis brother hillsnien of the Tyrol 
about eight years ago. Tne liav crop is the 
product of natural grass, no seed being 
sown nor any adm ixture of clover being 
used." 
COXTAOIOt'S DISEASES 1» STABLES. 
When we consider for a m om ent the 
num ber of diseases of a contagious nature 
to which horses are subject, and the care­ 
less manner in which they are exposed to 
the same, it is astonishing that we do not 
have epidemics of this kind oftener with 
our horses. To fully appreciate the risk 
that is incurred we need only visit the city 
or country towns on Court days or Satur­ 
days, and see the num ber of horses of ail 
kinds and conditions that stand tied and 
almost touching each other in every avail­ 
able space about town, to say nothing of 
the num bers that are packed together in 
the public stables. The latter, as a rule, 
are much safer from coming in contact 
with disease than those outside, for no sen­ 
sible stable-man would adm it an animal 
inside of his stable that is affected with any 
kind of contagious disease, if he knew it': 
but it otten happens tbat neither the owner 
of the horse nor the stable-man is aware of 
the disease until it is too late to remedy the 
evil. 
Contagious diseases of a most virulent 
character may be perpetuated for an in­ 
definite length of time by feeding horses 
in stalls where the disease has existed. Of 
this kind we may mention glanders and 
Spanish itch especially. 
Either of those 
most fatal disorders may be conveyed to 
other horses by feeding in a stall where 
horses suffering with them have been kept. 
To destroy the virus, take a pint of sul­ 
phuric acid and put it in a bucket of water, 
and with an old mop wash all parts of the 
stall, especially the trough aud raauger, as 
well as the sides of the .stall. Then put a 
lew pounds of stick sulphur in an old iron 
put, and stopping the stable as well as 
possible, burn it, so as to fumigate the 
stable thoroughly, taking due precautions 
against fire. It is a good plan to set the 
pot in a tub of water: then whitewash 
with lim e and carbolic acid. This will 
protect them thoroughly.—[Spirit of the 
Farm. 
• 
" f a r m in g d o n’t p a y .” 
” Farm ing don’t pay,” says the 6ld fogy, 
as he looks through the cracks of his 
erumblnig house, and counts the snowflakes 
as they dance before the wind and crowd 
into the crevices which were left open be­ 
cause he was too thriftless to endeavor to 
save his structure. 
“ Farming don’t p ay ” the farmer who 
depends on the sunny side of a slaw stack 
for warmth to Ins stock, and the corners 
of a rail fence to break the force of the 
winds. 
“ Farming don’t p ay ” the farmer who 
breeds a hog with bristled back and long 
tusks to eat his corn at a loss, and return to 
him no income. It does not pay him to 
attempt to pasture a few miserable, scraggy 
sheep on pennyroyal and sorrel, aud to 
graze his pigmy cows on broom sedge and 
crab grass, and yet expect them to yield 
milk and butter. It does not pay to raise 
colts by weaning at birth in order to work 
the dams during the day, and feeding them 
on insufficient food. 
“ Farming don’t pay ” when the rich 
black liquids flow off from the barn-yard, 
and the plow and the harrow are rusting 
in the fields, while the fences are rotting 
and the barns tum bling to pieces. 
“ Farm ing don’t p ay " unless rightly 
conducted, nor wild manufacturing, nor 
any kind of business pay, under similar 
unfavorable conditions. The farmer m ust 
be on the alert. 
He nmst keep his farm 
in order, grade up his stock, feed for the 
best results, and endeavor to annually in ­ 
crease his products. Nothing must be 
wasted, and everything must be judicious­ 
ly adapted to special purposes. 
“ Farm ing docs pay,” but it depends 
upon the farmer. 
The individual is equal 
to the farm in value according to the m an­ 
ner in which lie conducts it.—[Farm er and 
'irugker, 


SALT FOE FIELD CROCS. 
On this subject Trot. McMurtrie, of the 
University of Illinois, writes to ihe Prairie 
Farmer in this w ise: The cause of the ben­ 
eficial action of salt upon the soil and veg- 
A'tation is doubtful, y et there is d o question 
of the result. We have seen fields of wbeat 
thoroughly yellow in the spring, char."? 
almost at once to a beautiful green by tbo i 
application of one or two bushels of salt 
per acre. It is probable that it acts upon 
the iron compounds of the soil and brings 
them into condition for absorption by veg­ 
etation. It is almost impossible to state 
how much it is safe to apply, but we should 
consider that since the quantity above 
named proved sufficient to give beneficial 
results, it would be useless to apply a larger 
quantity. On the other hand, suice definite 
experimens have shown that there is no 
absolute necessity for it in the nutrition of 
plants, we should advise, as a measure of 
economy, its application in limited quan­ 
tity. and only when the land appears to be 
infested with noxious insects, or the veg­ 
etation shows evidence of some special de­ 
bility, such as that above described. 
FARM LEAKAGES. 
1 believe one of the largest leaks, if not 
the largest one on Ohio iarms, is the leak 
in the stable floor; in other words, the 
wasting, in one way or another, of a good 
share of the manure supply. It is surpris­ 
ing to see how many bam and bam-yards 
seemed to be planned and built so as to 
get rid of a good deal of the most valuable 
part of the manure. The bam . with simply 
a plank floor, with plenty of cracks "in 
i t ; the yard a side hill, with the wash, per­ 
haps flowing directly into creek or ditch ; 
the m anure oftentime thrown out of win­ 
dows directly under the eave9 ; the cattle 
gone off perhaps half a m ile to drink, leav­ 
ing their valuable droppings around the 
pond or along the lane. 
But there is an­ 
other phase of this m atter which is still 


more astonishing. I refer to the fact th a t: 
m any allow the liquid m anure and some 
of the solid to go to waste for want of a 
very little care and cost, and then buy back 
the'very identical ingredients in bags in the 
shape of commercial manures.—[T. B. 
Terxy. 
HORN MARES AS INDICATING AGE. 
These are not, as many folks believe, an 
indication of how many calves a cow may 
have had, but of age. This notion loses all 
force when we observe that rings are met 
on the horns of males as well as females. 
W hen a heifer or male is two years old a 
wrinkle may be found forming at the base 
of the horn, and as the horn grows, the 
next year this wrinkle is easily seen. This 
mark, as it appears in sight, therefore, 
stands for three years of age. At five years 
a second ring appears. After this, one ap­ 
pears every year, until at the age of eleven 
or twelve the wrinkles are smaller and 
closer, and some of the earliest will have 
been worn away. So the horns are no 
guide to age after this. Neither are the 
teeth, for these are afleetcd very much by 
the kind ot land that pasturing has been 
done on. They wear off rtmch faster for 
grazing on sandy land than on clay.—[Cal­ 
ifornia Patron. ' 
CHICKEN CHOLERA PREVENTIVE. 
John Heaney, of Iroquois county. 111., 
sends the Frairie Fanner an account of his 
experience in preventing the appearance of 
chicken plague among his fowls. It con­ 
sists of blue limestone, broken up into 
small pieces, about the size of peas, and fed 
regularly to the fowls, as much as they 
will eat. The people of the West, he re­ 
marks, are in the habit of feeding whole 
corn to chickens, and letting them grind it 
up the best they can. At the same time, 
they furnish them nothing to grind it with, 
in the shape of sharp grit. As nearly all 
the common gravel found on the prairies 
has been rounded off by the action of water 
and ice in the remote past, it is entirely un­ 
fitted for the purpose, and reason points to 
the necessity ol furnishing something suit- 
a b k . 
g r o w in g l im a b e a n s. 
The following directions for growing 
l.nna beans are given by a correspondent, 
coupled with the information that the 
profits are much less than formerly on ac­ 
count of the great decline in price : “Select 
rich, sandy loam, and prepare it as for corn. 
Plant about May 1st, one foot in the row, 
and three and one-half feet between rows 
Cultivate the same as com. They do not 
succeed well where the heat rises to 100° in 
the latter part of summer. 
When the 
beans are ripe cut them loose from ground, 
and allow them to become dry where they 
lie in the field. Then haul them to the 
machine or threshing-floor and thresh. 
Clean with a fanning mill and sack for 
market. 
GENERAL n o t e s. 
It takes 250 bushels of potatoes to make 
a ton of starch. 
Wood ashes are said to be a valuable 
fertilizer for onions. 
S. W. Strong is cutting the seventh crop 
of alfalfa this season from a piece sown in 
March, 18S4. This crop is about two feet 
high, and averages two tons to the acre.— 
[Ontariw Record. 
The literal Californian says of the south­ 
ern part of the State ; “ Some of the rail­ 
road settlers are digging up apricot trees 
and grapevines and setting out orange trees 
instead. The railroad soil is peculiarly 
suited to eitrus-fruit culture.” 
Bees will give easily twice as much ex­ 
tracted as comb honey. Any person can 
succeeii in obtaining extracted honey, while 
only an expert can secure the best success 
in working for comb honey. The extractor 
is one of the greatest aids in bee-keeping. 
Attention has been called to the fact that 
the streams in certain cultivated portions 
of Northern Texas now run during tin- 
p an of the year when they were formerly 
dry. This is not attributed to any change 
in the rainfall, but to a more even ab­ 
sorption of water over the cultivated areas. 
House plants, savs Popular Gardening, 
should not be subjected to rapid growth. 
W here plants shoot up quickly leaves are 
liable to turn yellow and drop early. A 
correspondent states that plenty of water 
should be given them, but rarely any m a­ 
nure water, nor should they be removed 
from the pots. The best tim e to stim ulate 
them is when they are in bud and ready 
to bloom. 
According to the American Naturalist, wc 
are to have a now kind of potato that will 
not rot. It is to be a hybrid formed be­ 
tween the common Irish potato and a sim­ 
ilar tuber found in the southernmost parts 
of South America. Next to a roll ot fresh 
diary butter tiiat has never flirted with the 
oleaginous portions of the festive porktr, 
the potato that Itas no decay lurking in its 
system will occupy the front door of the 
American household. 


POULTRY n o t es. 
Provide gravel, it is the teeth. 
Provide sulphur, it prevents disease. 
Provide lime and bone, they supply a 
want. 
Growing chickens should be fed often. 
Very voting chickens cannot consume food 
enough at once to last them half a day. 
The food should be of the very best, and 
preferably mixed. 
To be of the best practical use, kerosene 
m ust be used in its strongest form ; the 
common is much better than the more 
expensive refined, as a disinfectant, docdor- 
izer and destroyer of vermin in the poultry 
house. 
There is without doubt a great difference 
m the different breed of fowls, and m an­ 
agement tells more and w ith quicker re­ 
sults on some than on others, yet the true 
ground-work of success lies with the owner 
or keeper. 
Chicks should not be exposed to damp­ 
ness, cold rains, or draughts of air. 
As 
they m ature vary the food for the object 
intended, and ten to one they will actively 
respond to judicious treatm ent.—[Atlanta 
Constitution. 
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G irls w ith G r it. 
The American woman has not only 
rights, but she takes advantage of them in 
a very sensible way. She has a right to 
take up a pre-emption or tree claim in Da­ 
kota, for instance, and about 300 women 
have improved their opportunities in this 
way. These tree claims can be “ proved 
• n f in from eight to thirteen years, when 
they will have largely increased in value. 
A woman must be 21 and unmarried to ex­ 
ercise the privilege of taking up land. But 
she may take up a claim and then marry, 
and it is still hers. 
A num ber have done 
so, and there are cases on record where be­ 
trothed couples from the East have first 
occupied separate claims, and then married 
and settled down on their 480 acres. It be­ 
ing the custom for the man to take lip 
either a homestead or pre-emption and tree 
claim at the same time. 
Some of these enterprising women pio­ 
neers have shown their ingenuity by living 
in one house, and yet complying with the 
law ¡bat each shall reside on her claim for 
six months. 
J'“ur of tbc-ig took up a sec­ 
tion of 640 acres, and built a cabin contain­ 
ing four corner rooms.

ter sections meet, and each woman lived in 
the room located on her 100 acres. The

VINE PRUNING. 


In fo rm a tio n of S p ecial In te re s t to V ine 
G ro w ers a t th is S eason. 
At the last meeting of the ¡Santa Cruz 
Viticultura! and Horticultural Society as 
reported bv the Sentinel. Dr. Stewart snm- 
med up the discussions which have been 
had on vine pruning as loliows: 
We have had two great systems of prun­ 
ing discussed—the short and the long. 
The former having been brought forward 
by Mr. Fitch, and the latter by Jlr. Jar­ 
vis. 
Mr. Fitch practices a modification of the 
shoit system which he struck out for him ­ 
self. and which has come to be known as 
the "Fitch system,” though if we went to 
the banks of the Gironde in France, we 
m ight be apt to think that be had been 
over there in a dream or otherwise, and 
had stolen liis idea. 
I think it interesting 
to see a Yankee of the far-off Santa Cruz 
mountains, even although he is clever, 
hitting upon what fathers and leaders of 
viniculture in France had already devised. 
I, for one, feel inclined to he rather proud 
of Mr. Fitch. 
There is no question that Mr. Fitch’s 
modification brings almost all out of the 
short system of pruning that can be got 
out of it. 
In this light Í would consider it 
the acme of short pruning. The only ob­ 
jection I would make to it is, that the long 
arms, stretching away on each side of the 
trunk of the vine, causes difficulty in 
getting a perfect equality of sap, and by 
consequence of foliage and fruit, that more 
could be obtained and at less bother and 
cost by having the arms unilateral instead 
of bilateral. I don’t bring fotward my ob­ 
jection as original, nor would I think much 
of it if it were so, but I adduce it as that of 
and other masters of our

Before 1 conclude I would suggest that 
we direct our attention to-day more espe-, 
cially to the results of our short and long 
modifications of pruning; to the question 
of early and late pruning, or in French 
technical parlance, Lc TaUle JIa'.ive and Le 
Tail/e Ttrdive. I heard at our last meeting 
that 
pruning 
had 
been 
extensively 
begun among us, ami I said that that was 
wrong wherever fruit as distinct from 
growth of branch and leaf was concerned. 
Perhaps I was overhasty, and from the ex­ 
perience afforded by Mr. Waterman, which 
1 hop» this gentleman will more fully de­ 
tail to day. 1 am inclined to think so, too, 
now, but still I hold tbat there was a bodv 
of truth in what I said. 
Wo know that our French teachers stren­ 
uously call for care in the m atter of early 
and late pruning. They adm it there is 
much to be said to and fro on both sides of 
the question, yet they have settled this : 
that it is better to prune late than early, 
say in the end of February or beginning of 
March, than in the end of December, or 
even any time in January if fruit, and not 
wood, is the prime object. Of course where 
wood, and not fruit is the request, as in the 
case of young vines not yet bearing, nor 
sought to be, the tables are turned. 
Prune 
early then : prune any time in December if 
such be wished. 
Mr. W aterman said at the last meeting 
that ho. has pruned from December onward 
til! the last of March, and never found 
that it made any’ difference when he 
pruned. 
Now. of rcurse our climate here 
on this coast is different from that of most 
of France; it is not so subject to vicissi­ 
tudes. 
In fact, our climate here in Santa 
Cruz, and al! down the coast to San Diego, 
is rem arkable for its equality. 
We need 
not then be so careful about when we 
prune as they have to be in France, but still 
tbat does do away with all care. W hat is 
dreaded in France is warm days after early 
pruning to pushing forward the buds, anil 
then cold days immediately after to repress 
them, and thus a fatiguing of the bud being 
caused, and im pairm ent of its future fruc­ 
tiferousness, or even an opening to the 
liability of culture. 
Muscat vines, so apt 
to suffer from culture, are especially sought 
to he pruned late. 
Now w.e are less ex­ 
posed to warm days followed by cold, and 
thus to an excitement and repression of 
the bud, but we are not free therefrom, and 
^should consider this.—[Rural Press.

\V by it should have become a religions 
em blem with the Druids cannot be told, 
except for its supposed medicinal ¡rowers 
and from the mystical quality in it, pos­ 
sessed by all parasites. 
Until very lately 
it was used in the treatment of epileptic 
disease : and m eanwhile all the plants that 
the Druids regarded as medicinal were 
gathered with solemn services, such as the 
vervain or as the marshwort, which had to 
be plucked with the left hand, fasting, and 
without looking at i t ; or the hedge hvs- 
sop. before gathering which, barefooted and 
knifeless, one must make ablutions and 
offerings o f bread and wine. The gather­ 
ing ot the m istletoe was, however, the 
grandest ceremonial of them all, com ing at 
the time o f the celebration o f the winter 
solstice, when the sun returns to us. and 
gathered only when growing 0:1 the oak, 
which was sacred to the Druids’ chief 
deity, 
him self 
a . representative 
of 
the sun. 
With 
groat 
pomp and jubi­ 
lation 
the 
priests 
went 
into 
the 
forest, followed by the people, and the 
white-robed chief priest, ascending into the 
oak. cut off the berried tuft with a golden 
sickle and dropped it into a w hite cloak, 
held up to receive it by tw s other white- 
robed priests. 
Two white heifers were 
then sacrificed at the foot of the tree, and 
sooth to say, often a fair youth or maiden. 
Then the tuft, som etimes two feet in diam ­ 
eter. was minutely divided am ong the peo­ 
ple. who bung it up over their doors as a 
charm to ward oft evil powers, and as a 
shelter for any o f the sylvan sprites who 
could find no other branch or tree in the 
wintry weather. Thus, when we see the 
w a .t ^ A r i e s and twisted stem s 011 the 
market stalls, or hanging from the parlor 
chandeliers, where a kiss is the only sacri­ 
fice required, we see a direct descendant of 
the strange and dark ceremonies of old, all 
of which that is left us in this mistletoe 
and the wonderful cromlechs and stone 
circles, of which Stonehenge is the greatest 
example. 
The American mistletoe is not the genu­ 
ine English article, although it strongly re­ 
sem bles it. The botanists have given it a 
new name, phoradendrpa, which signifies 
*' a thief o f a tree.” 
It is, however, a true 
parasite. 
The mistletoe is now so seldom 
found growing on the oak that wlfren it is 
found there it is a great curiosity. 
It fre­ 
quents apple trees chiefly, and is propagated 
by birds wiping their bills on the boughs, 
and thus leaving some o f the viscid pulp 
and seed, and if the bark' happens to be 
cracked there it takes root. 
Hardeners 
now propagate it in the same manner. No 
effort will make it grow in the earth, nor 
does it like to grow out of certain latitudes. 
The nursery gardeners, however, overcome 
that dislike by inserting the berry under 
the bark of young apple stock and then 
selling the stock, upon which the mistletoe 
finds itself doubly "sold,” and accepts the 
situation.—[Harriet I’rescott Spofford in 
Youth’s Companion.

The Shah leads a very -im ple life. lie is 
an early riser, and gene’rally an hour or two 
after sunrise emerges from the inner apart­ 
ments, has a walk in the garden, and then 
receives some Ministers in audience. 
Ile is 
occupied with affairs of state till about noon. 
H e then partakes o f his midday meal, eat­ 
ing frugally, and generally of one dish only. 
He takes no wine with his meals, althoug'h 
he has the permission o f bis medical advis­ 
ers to drink it. 
After the midday meal he 
retires for an hour or two to the inner 
apartments. 
Very frequently, too. he has 
this meal in the wom en’s anartments. He 
comes out again for three or four hours in 
the afternoon and evening. 
Very often lie 
goes out shooting’, and then leaves early in 
the morning and returns in the evening, 
having thoroughly tired all his men and an­ 
imals. In his leisure hours he likes to read 
the favorite Persian poets and historical 
works and books on science and art: he 
also occasionally writes poetry, which his 
own people tell him is superior to that of 
Hafiz. The unbiased crmc can only say 
that the Shah’s poetry is above mediocrity. 
Iu spite of his having been twice in Europe, 
where he saw much o f the ways of Kings 
and Emperors, he has not yet. in Persia, 
sat to a meal with any one else, has not 
yet attended any state dinner, and does 
not, as a rule, return a salute. 
H is vices 
are few, his virtues aud good qualities 
many ; altogether we say that he is one of 
the most sensible men in his dominions, 
and the best ruler Persia has had for over a 
century. 
That be has not done as much 
for the country as it was hoped lie would 
do is not entirely his own fault, as I mav 
show in future letters.—[London Globe. "

By the arrival at San Francisco o f the 
Occidental and Oriental steamer Belgic, 
news is received from Hongkong to Janu­ 
ary 15th and from Yokoham a to January 
23d. 
CHINA. 
Robberies are rife throughout Canton. 
A gang of armed robbers, whilst on an ex­ 
pedition, a few days ago, were hunted to­ 
ward the Tartar General’s yam en, the court 
of which they entered by the western gate 
just as the General was entering the other. 
The gate-keeper shut the gate, whereupon 
the robbers boiled into the vaiuen and 
mounted the roofs. 
The General, seeing a 
gang of armed men entering the place, or­ 
dered his guard to follow and capture 
them. 
The order was obeyed, but the 
guard was armed with useless swords, and 
the robbers, finding them selves pursued, 
fired their revolvers anil wounded, if tbey 
did not kill, several of the guard, who, 
however, gamely continued the pursuit un­ 
til several of the robbers were captured. 
These unlucky ones are not being very ten­ 
derly dealt with, all kinds of tortures being 
practiced on them. 
Shanghai has a French daily paper. 
Much dissatisfaction has been expressed 
of late with some of the work done in 
Germany. 
Many of the gunboats are said 
to be very crochéty and patched-up tubs. 
A form ot hysterical disease or mania 
among adult males at Changchow is ob­ 
served. The patient acquires the impres­ 
sion that his abdomen is inhabited by some 
animal, often a rat, whose excursions cause 
violent local pain. 
Unheard-of efforts are 
made to expel the intruder, and often the 
savings of a whole family for a lifetim e are 
wasted on bonzes, sorcerers, doctor- and 
other quacks in hope oí obtaining relief for 
the sufferer, 
it is reported that in m any 
cases death occurs from suffocation in the 
course of a violent convulsive paroxysm. 
The patient leads a double life, marked by 
the use of two voices of different timbres. 
As 11 rule his disposition alters ir. corre­ 
spondence with the change of voice. 
Mor­ 
ally and m entally he is a different being in 
the two states. 
W hatever occurs durine 
ttie period betokened by the unnatural 
voice is totally forgotten during the normal 
period. 
On the 31st of December between 270 and 
300 houses were destroyed at Shanghai, in 
the French quarter. 
O11 the morning of the Sth of January 
the China Shippers’ Mutual S. N. Co.’s 
steamer Ching-wo, in entering the harbor, 
fouled the United States corvette Omaha. 
The damage was about $1,000. 
The Chinese are still investigating the 
charges of cowardice which were brought 
against the Admiral of the Chinese fleet at 
the memorable engagement with Admiral 
Courbet in the Min river in August, 1884. 
The Chinkiang correspondent of the 
Mercury says : On the 50th o f December, 
between 3 and 4 o'clock in the evening, a 
body of natives (Ningpo men), numbering 
upward of forty, assembled at the newly 
erected houses of the Ilovs. J. Langden anil 
G. Woodal. of the American Methodist 
Mission, and forced their way in. 
They 
tied both of the reverend gentlemen's hands 
behind their backs and led them through 
the public streets to the M agistrate'syamen 
in the city, who, after hearing the com ­ 
plaint of the mob against them, had the 
missionaries conducted back to their houses 
by an armed escort. 
Owing to the dispute, 
the British man-of-war Wanderer and the 
American vessel Marion were ordered to 
Chinkiang on the 14th of January. 
An 
amicable settlem ent o f the difficulty was 
made. 
JAPAN. 
Experiments were made with a subma 
rine boat, newly completed at Yokosuka, 
on the 15th inst. 
The boat is said to be 
capable of running at a speed of 120 yards a 
m inute under water at a depth of four feet 
from the surface. 
Miss Kato Kin, daughter of Kato Klyoto, 
a shizoku of Tokio. Fu, lias been ordered 
by the Department of Education to visit 
the United States, to study the routine of 
normal schools and 
nursery establish­ 
ments. 
She is to stay there for three yq*9. 
The Naval Department is engaged in 
drawing the designs of two seconu-elass 
men-of-war and two third-class nien-of- 
war, which are to be built at Yokosuka 
and Onohama, respectively, this year.

Peter Josephs, a native of Pottsdam, St. 
Lawrence county, N. Y.. died yesterday at 
the remarkable age of 105 years and 10 
m onths. For a man to reach so advanced 
an age is remarkable, but the vigor and 
health of every faculty which was m ani­ 
fested was such as to excite the wonder of 
those who knew him . He came to this 
coast in early days, and has, during the 
last eight or ten elections, taken particular 
pride in going to the City H all to register 
his name, and to the polls on election day 
to vote. He was last registered in October, 
1884, when he gave his age at 104. The 
date of his birth, however, was not record­ 
ed, but was in May, 1780. At nearly every 
general registration 
the fact that Mr. 
Josephs registered was made public. He 
took a more active interest in polities than 
most men 50 or GO years younger, and was 
as determined to vote for the candidate of 
his choice as the young m an who is about 
to de|K>sit his first ballot. His occupation 
was that of a builder.

It was re­ 
ported to-day that two of the men so ar­ 
rested had been sentenced to long terms at 
F ort Alcatraz, but this was a mistake. The 
Military Commission has not yet tried any 
of the prisoners.

¡Se a t t l e , February 12th. — News was 
brought to the city to day of the m urder ot 
J. Manning Colman, a farmer, and one of 
the most prominent citizens of the county. 
Last Monday morning lie left his farm, 
seven miles from Seattle, on Lake W ash­ 
ington, and started to tlie city. H e was 
accompanied by W ilbur Patton, the 19- 
year-old son of a neighbor. They were 
never seen again, and yesterday their boat 
was found smeared w ith blood. 
Lying in 
the bottom were Colman's false teeth and 
a number of papers which he had in his 
pocket at the tim e of leaving home. The 
news of this murder has intensified the 
prevailing excitement. Colman was fore­ 
man of the last Grand Jury, which indicted 
the anti-Chinese agitators in November, 
and many connect bin murder with the 
anti-Chinese movement. 
It is now certain, 
however, that this was not the case, and it 
is believed the murder was committed on 
account of land troubles. Sheriff McGraw 
has gone to arrest the suspected murderers. 


M o n th ly R e p o r t o f th e S e c r e ta r y o f th e 
S ta te B o a r d o f H e a lth . 
GerrardG. Tyrrell, M. D., permanent Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of Health, has 
issued his circular for the month of Janu­ 
ary. and from which the following extracts 
are taken : 
Re{iorts have been received from nearly 
one hundred localities in different parts of 
the State, and in none of them does epi­ 
demic disease prevail to any dangerous ex­ 
tent. 
Among the diseases atiecting the 
respiratory system pneumonia and bron­ 
chitis are the mast prevalent, which may 
be attributed to the great humidity which 
everywhere prevailed 
during 
the past 
month. That this rapid increase of the 
frequency of pneumonia ii attributable to 
the bygrometric condition of the atmo­ 
sphere, is in a great measure sustained by 
the reports received, as we find that in 
those counties where the rainfall was least 
the prevalence of pneumonia was not ob­ 
served, strangely confirming the declara­ 
tion made by F'leudt, before the Inter­ 
national Medical Gongress at Copenhagen 
1,1884), that the frequency of the disease is 
directly proportional to the curve represent­ 
ing the rainfall. However, other factors 
enter into the causation of pneumonia 
which determine its presence, as frequently 
as the rainfall, and these are the sudden 
chilling of the body from change of tem­ 
perature; the overcrowding of tenements by 
the poorer classes seeking shelter, and the 
constant exposure of this class of persons 
to the inclemency of the weather and their 
frequent deprivation of proper food, cloth­ 
ing, etc. The same remarks will apply to 
bronchitis, except that whereas pneumonia 
is more apt to attack the young and nnd- 
dlt-aged, bronchitis prevails more exten­ 
sively among children and the aged. 
Pneumonia is sporadic in Sacramento, 
Oakland, San Francisco, Davisvilie, Vallejo, 
Santa Rosa, Livermore, Bakersfield, Mari­ 
posa, Millville. Woodland, Truckee, Cot­ 
tonwood, Red Bluff, Merced and Calico. 
Bronchitis likewise prevails over the 
same region of country, being quite notice­ 
able at Vallejo, Dixoti, Downieville, Nico­ 
laus, Etna Mills, Fort Bidwell, Truckee, 
Red Bluff, Johnsville, Livermore, Bodie. 
Arhuckle and Williams. 
Influenza prevails extensively in several 
counties, and in some is epidemic. The 
type appears to he mild in form and not at­ 
tended by any unusual mortality. 
Whooping-cough is in Mariposa, Nico­ 
laus, Pleasant Grove, Santa Ana, Castro- 
ville, Pomona and Jolon. 
Scarlet fever seems to prevail in a mild 
form in Alturas, Cedarvilie, San Bernardi­ 
no, Colton, Redding and Red Bluff. 
Measles is also quite prevalent in Ukiah, 
Susanville, Cedarvilie and Pomona. 
Small-pox is reported to have arrived in 
San Francisco, one case being discovered on 
the steamer Belgic. Efficient precautions 
have been taken to prevent its spread. No 
other case is known in the State so far as 
heard from. 
Diphtheria is happily abating in San 
Francisco, but has appeared in Marysville. 
Dr. I’owell, however, writes that the dis­ 
ease is circumscribed, and owing to the 
precautions taken will probably be confined 
to its place of origin. In Pescadero and 
San Mateo the disease also prevails in a 
mil 1 form ; likewise in Santa Rosa. Ander­ 
son, Oakland. Modesto, Chico, Hanford, 
Santa Cruz, Los Angeles, Petalum a and 
San Bernardino. 
Croup prevails to a greater or less extent 
wherever diphtheria has made its appear­ 
ance. Our reports mention it in Truckee, 
Millville, Anderson, Shasta. Hollister. Mo­ 
desto and F'ort Bidwell. 
Typhoid fever and typho-malarial fever 
prevail to a very moderate extent, and are | 
nowhere epidemic. The mortality from 
these diseases is quite limited.
